Recently, life has imitated art. 
If you remember Citizen Kane, the 
mov ie should drum up some amazing 
parallels to our own, illustrious 
Conrad Black. I would, however, 
venture to say that Black is a more 
interesting character, at least in re- 
gards to Canadian society. 

Black's newest brick in his 
media tower built for two came to 
fruition less than two weeks ago: 
Canada's second national daily. Na- 
tional Post. 

There is some humour and 
frustration (simultaneously) stirring 
within as one reads through the Post. 
For example. Volume I Issue 2 Sec- 
tion B, consisted of the following 
topics; Toronto, Arts & Life, and 
Sports. An interesting mix, to say the 
least; however, space can be tight and 
throwing these odd fellows together 
is almost understandable. 

The real problem is on page 
B2. Two articles and one picture. 
The picture dealt with a bishop, but 
neither of the articles did. Actually, 
if 1 recall properly, the two articles 
were on Toronto politics. So why 
was there no article on this bishop, 
even on a different page? Suppos- 
edly, a picture is worth a thousand 
words (though Lambda counts it at 
about 500...), hence no article is 
needed, right? 

In Volume I Issue 6 Page D4, 
I am concerned about the arts brief 
entitled, "Ally's 'Not Anorexic'", 
which goes on to explain that Calista 
F\ockhan,slaT ofTV's Ally McBeal , 
is not juiorexic. 

This 
isn't art. This isn't even news. It'sno 
better than the National Enquirer, 
yet editorial staff at the National Post 
feel that this is legitimate national 
news?

Though most media 
recognize the importance 
of advertising, what should 
the advertiser's role be in 
dictating what goes into a 
newspaper? It would seem 
as though the only role of 
advertising is to provide 
money for a spot with their 
logo and some encourag- 
ing words. Not necessarily 
even persuasive words. 

The question that 
Adbusters poses is, what if 
advertisers are demanding 
to pull their ads unless news 
is written about them? 
There have been reports of 
editors quitting their jobs 
in some US papers due to 
this malpractice. One must 
wonder if this is going on 
in Black's Post. Page CI 
in Volume I Issue 6, con- 
tains a large picture of 
Dolly Parton with the Hard 
Rock Cafe logo behind her. 
Another obvious occur- 
rence, from CI 3 to C20 
(which, thankfully contains 
a small sub-heading advertising sup- 
plement) is an eight page drug propa- 
ganda campaign from the Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturers Association 
of Canada. 

Sports contains a picture of 
fans holding up their special, limited 
edition boxes of "Flutie Flakes". And 
the worst pictures are for last: Issue 2 
produced a picture of Bugs Bunny 
and Elmer Fudd, while Issue 6 cap- 
tured a Kentucky Fried Chicken res- 
taurant as part of their masthead. 

Of course, these could be 
straight editorial decisions without 
coercion from advertisers, yet the 
number of pictures supporting these 
high-income businesses is good in- 
centive for them to start advertising. 
At the very least, writing articles about 
big business will eventually generate 
revenue. 

Here is an anecdote direct from 
an editorial in the National Post. "If

Torstar Cable TV, will control 26% 
of national daily newspaper reader- 
ship. According to Media Buying 
Services Limited Research, moreo- 
ver, it will initially have an even 
stronger position in the Toronto and 
southern Ontario markets, with some- 
thing like 70% readership. Interest- 
ingly, a few months ago, when 
Hollinger-Southam (the National 
Post's parents) bought the Victoria 
Times-Colonistx and the Nanaimo 
Daily News, Star publisher John 
Honderich asked rhetorically about a 
much smaller percentage [of daily 
newspaper ownership]: "is it not im- 
portant that some of the politicians... 
find out whether there's enough di- 
versity?'"' 

This editorial blatantly mis- 
represents Hollinger-Southam, the 
company that has Black as its Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors, Direc- 
tor and Chief Executive Officer.

HoUinger 
International Inc. had net 
earnings over the past six 
months ending June 30 of 
$159.2 million, or $1.43 
per share. 

James McCarten, Ca- 
nadian Press journalist 
calls Black a "power-hun- 
gry. ..right-wingerwith an 
insatiable appetite for glo- 
bal notoriety and a man 
who doesn't suffer fools 
gladly." 

Right-winger is mild. 
Conrad Black, much like 
his wife, Barbara Amiel, 
is blatantly prejudiced and 
oppressive. Black was 
quoted in The Financial 
foj/as say ing, "Bob Rae's 
government is a howling 
mob of single-issue fanat- 
ics: militant homosexuals, 
feminists, abortionists, 
eco-geeks,workerradicals 
and social agitators, stand- 
ing and shrieking on each 
other's shoulders." One 
of the tamer commentar- 
ies that Amiel has given on gay and 
lesbian issues came in The Hamilton 
Spectator: "The reason homosexual 
activists want same-sex marriages is 
to achieve the legal obliteration of 
any distinction between the norma- 
tive sexual behaviour of society and 
the neuropathology of homosexual- 
ity that affects an estimated 5 percent 
of the population." 

There are several other com- 
mentaries on this topic from Black 
and Amiel, none of which are 
grounded in any precedented way. If 
these comments came from someone 
without the power to back them up, 
they would either not get published, 
or else the writer would have to stand 
in front of a court to explain them- 
selves. This is hardly freedom of 
speech, it is irrelevant discrimina- 
tion. Black is a powerful propagan- 
dist that not only punches, but fol- 
lows through. There are very few 
people that can get away with saying 
the things that he says. 

Black is also accused by the 
Council of Canadians of having relo- 
cated funds that should be directed 
towards local columnists into his new 
national daily. To what extent Black 
has done this is unknown, as is indi- 
cated by the Council's failure in court. 
Even with all these problems 
Black runs around Canada's media 
with little concern coming from the 
"peanut gallery". Most people gel 
trounced for breaking and entering. 
Meanwhile. Black rapes Canadian 
media for all its glory and money; 
hence part of the reason media often 
gets a bad name. 

One could always suggest a 
boycott, and perhaps that is a gcxxl 
idea for the National Post, but how in 
good conscience could anyone sug- 
gest boycotting the Sudbury Star 
which does have local merits. The 
paper provides jobs and insights into 
our community. Once again, Conrad 
Black shows his grip on small com- 
munities. A decision of this nature in 
Toronto would be easy, but what do 
you do when the pap)er in question is 
an integral part of local media?

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Laurentian: Coming of Age?

Dr. Jean Walters declared 
last week that he wishes to make 
Laurentian University the most 
innovative school by 2002. One 
way in which this idea is appar- 
ently being carried out is through 
the Capital Campaign program, 
a program which includes two 
phases. 

The first phase, which is 
already in progress, is student 
financial aid, the second phase is 
entitled, "Building for Tomor- 
row." 

The original goal of the 
Capital Campaign was to raise 
$3 million for student financial 
aid. Shortly after, an announce- 
ment by the Government of On- 
tario introduced the Ontario Student 
Opportunity Trust Fund which of- 
fered to match any bursary endow- 
ment pledge. 

LU quickly rode their mascot 
around for more money and did it 
successfully. Over $5 million in 
pledges brought $1 1 million to the 
school with the help of OSOTF. The 
money raised, as well as other direct 
financial aid to students brings over 
$1 million to students for financial 
aid, which helps ensure accessibility. 
Hazza. 

Perhaps the money from Phase 
I is correctly allocated into financial 
aid, but boasting of accessibility is 
hardly appropriate. Students have 
felt the burden of raising tuition fees 
for some time and this sterilized band- 
age doesn't make up for the slit to our 
student wrists. 

Questions must also be raised 
as to how this money came about. 
$2.5 million was raised in the Lau- 
rentian community alone. The uni- 
versity formally thanks "all Phase I 
donors for helping Laurentian stu- 
dents realize their dreams and attain 
their goals." Yet, nearly one quarter 
of the Laurentian community pledges 



came from the students. Does any- 
one remember voting or in some way 
agreeing to donate $554,900 worth

of Student money to the Capital Cam- 
paign? Allegedly, former LU Presi- 
dent, Ross Paul "applied pressure 
points" (to borrow from Parizeau) to 
the SGA, who eventually caved, 
hence our "contribution". 

The most appalling words are 
yet to come. Joyce C.Gamett, former 
Executive Director of University Ad- 
vancement, appears to have grossly 
misunderstood the point of educa- 
tion. Gamett said, "Mark (Pesz, of 
Falconbridge Ltd. and Chair of the 
Education Committee of the Cana- 
dian Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy) and I look forward to working 
with our donors to develop recogni- 
tion programs that suit their needs 
and interests while emphasizing the 
importance of their contributions to 
building a better Laurentian Univer- 
sity for our students and the commu- 
nity." 

While it is true that Lauren- 
tian University needs money, and 
some of this money, it seems, must 
necessarily come from big business, 
to say that programs will be devel- 
oped to suit their needs is so over- 
whelmingly wrong. Imagine this: 
Rhetoric 4325; The Rhetoric of CIBC

or EthicsI356; Introduction to 
Falconbridge Limited Rules and 
Regulations or Engineering 
2735 ;Inco's Way. Whilecourses 
will be masked with other names, 
this is what will essentially hap- 
pen. 

Gordon C. Gray, Chair of the 
Campaign, describes Phase II as 
part of, "Laurentian's leadership 
in developing the Sudbury Re- 
gion into a knowledge-based so- 
ciety in mining technology, min- 
eral exploration, forensic sci- 
ences, ethics, environmental res- 
toration, and health sciences." 
Phase II proposes to build the 
following: Scholars Fund to re- 
ward academic excellence, learn- 
ing technology (wiring the cam- 
pus for the future). Environmen- 
tal Rehabilitation Centre, Mining In- 
novation and Research Centre, Fo- 
rensic Sciences Research, Health Sci- 
ences Research, Franco-Ontarian 
Studies, University of Sudbury Eth- 
ics Project, Huntington University 
Music Amphitheatre, Thomeloe Uni- 
versity Theatre Arts Auditorium. 

Currently, Phase II has raised 
$1.2 million of its $15 million goal. 
Parts of the plan are coming into 
fruition, such as the Thomeloe Uni- 
versity Theatre Arts Auditorium, 
which will hold its maiden show in 
the middle of this month. See, some 
good will come out of the Capital 
Campaign. 

While it is true that there are 
criticisms of the program, Lauren- 
tian is taking a step towards becom- 
ing the most innovative school. 
Though Dr. Walter's announcement 
may have seemed crazy at first, there 
are steps being taken. Hopefully 
these steps do not mean privately 
owned and operated education, as 
Gamett seems to suggest. There are 
definite advantages to the Capital 
Campaign, but if care is not taken, 
these advantages could become the 
demise of this university.

The convocation was the first 
public occasion in the new 1 57 seat 
theatre, where former Sudburian, Ri- 
chard Rose, was recognized with an 
Honourary Doctor of Sacred Letters 
Degree for his international career as 
a director, playwright and producer. 
Alanis King-Odjig was awarded a 
Thomeloe Mitre award. She is an 
actress, playwright, choreographer, 
and is the producer of the Anishnaabe- 
kwek theater and arts group. Walter 
Maskel received a Thomeloe Mitre 
award. Maskel is now dramatic arts 
director of Sudbury Secondary School 
and was the drama teacher at Espanola 
High School for over twenty years. 
As well, scholarships and degrees in 
theology were awarded. 



A new Bachelor of Fine Arts 
program is shortly to go for approval 
before the Laurentian University Sen- 
ate, which will assemble and inte- 
grate other Sudbury-based arts pro- 
grams. This will be the first fine arts 
program in Northem Ontario and is

The first performance at the 
new theatre will be Valerie Senyk's 
production of A Midsummer Night's 
Dream, which will first run on No- 
vember 20.

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Weightroom, er, Library Follies 

I don't mean to encroach on the Amiable's territory, but then again, I don't intend to be as 
conciliatory neither. It astounds me that students have thus far managed to avoid the imposition of hbrary 
poUce ! It might not be such a bad idea. We should consider the wasted time and energy staff must expend 
to maintain some semblance of order in the library. A library employee myself, I've sometimes joked 
that if it were up to me, students wouldn't be allowed anywhere near the collection. Obviously this is 
a little excessive. However, library users should, at a minimum, keep several very basic library canons 
in mind: know how to use the library, don't prevent others from doing so, and for goodness sake, eat 
somewhere else. 

Perhaps an analogy is in order. The hbrary cohection is hke a tool. And like tools, you should know how to use 
the collection before diving in there, as tempting as that is. Failing to inform yourself on how to use the collection not 
only ensures that you will always operate well below your potential efficiency, or capacity, it also opens up the possibility 
that you might in fact break the tool. Unfortunately, this is not taking the analogy too far, for at our library, a chronic 
deficiency in library skills across three disciplines - SPAD, Commerce and Nursing, to be precise - ensures that its 
informed library users will never be able to locate the articles they want. To put it plainly, what they do is sit in the aisle 
and rifle through every issue of Sports Illustrated, Marketing Magazine, Nursing Times or whatever, until they stumble 
across an article that is obliquely related to what they are researching. Hooray! Research! Apparently they have never 
heard of indexes, or chairs. 

So you don't know how to use the library. You've accepted the fact that your school work will suffer for it. You 
understand that you may in fact "break" the library and thereby prevent others from enjoying its treasures. But there is 
an even more insidious form of obstruction at our library. People hide books and journals. Rather than photocopy the 
journal article or check out the book, for some reason people will take the item to another section and hide it behind some 
other books, usually forgetting where it is. If this selfish act seems bad, wait, there's more. People will actually spare 
themselves the $ 1 .00 or so that it costs to photocopy a journal article by simply ripping the article out and taking it home. 
For good. It may be on the class reading list, but other students be damned! I've seen this done with books also. Whole 
chapters, gone. 

Now as far as eating and drinking in the library goes, give me a break, this has to be the second library lesson that 
was ever drilled into our heads behind "Shhhh. . . silence". The library workers are not equipped to deal with your leftovers, 
recyclables and what not, and in any case, the library is not a restaurant or cafeteria. Nobody wants to find a three-week 
old yogurt container tucked behind a pillar, or a fermenting bottle of juice lurking deep in the P section. Nobody wants 
to listen to you crunch your Doritos or chew your Eat-More as they're trying to work, rest assured. Would it be so much 
to take a short five or ten minute break, leave the library and enjoy your snack out in the foyer? Most library users would 
agree that no, this is not an unreasonable proposition. You could go downstairs and flip through Lambda as you eat. 

In summary then, the three departments named above have to take a serious look at their students' library skills. 
Students should take it upon themselves to know the library as thoroughly as they can, but some minimum standard is 
necessary. Obstruction is selfish and disgusting in a learning environment, and, after all these years, food and drink are 
still not allowed in the library.

As regular readers may know, 
I have been pushing the CFS Week 
of Action in this column for some 
time. As you may also know, it came 
and went a couple of weeks ago. For 
the most part, the week was a great 
success. Many students here created 
a great deal of awareness in Sudbury 
regarding the issues that face us. Woo 
hoo! 

The really important part of 
the week though was the trip to Ot- 
tawa. On Saturday October 17, fifty 
students from Laurentian joined over 
1 3,000 other concerned Ontarians to 
march on the Tory convention. In 
case you are wondering, the Conrad 
Black papers said 5,000 but we all 
know how full of it he is. As we 
marched past the convention centre, 
a bunch of us stopped to make our 
presence known. Rally organizers 
asked us to leave, they pointed out 
the rally point was a couple of miles 
up the road, so we eventually left. 

As we neared the park where 
the rally would take place, it became 
clear to many of us students that we 
had U-aveled this far not to stand 
around in a park, but instead, to send 
Mike Harris a message. So off we 
went. Over 400 marchers (mostly 
students) left the rally to hold our 
own unscheduled event back at the 



convention centre. 

When we arrived, everyone 
took a seat on the road in front of the 
centre. I have been to a majority of 
the Day of Action protests across the 
province. I have to say that sitting 
there with hundreds of other students 
was, by far, one of the most powerful 
events of my life. For a year now, 
students have been at the vanguard of 
the call to step up the fight. We 
cheered when the OFL called for a 
general strike. We were demoralized 
when it was quietly canceled. So on 
October 1 7, we said enough is enough. 
If some speeches in the park was the 
closest the OFL could come to mak- 
ing a stand against Harris, we would 
have to do something ourselves. Did 
we change the world? No. Did we 
cause Harris to stand down? No. 
What we did do was show a way 
forward to the whole social justice 
movement. We showed that the fight 
against Harris would escalate, 
whether the Trade Union bureauc- 
racy thought it should or not. 

Where to go from here? I 
think it should be a general strike of 
students. Even if we walked out for 
a day, it would show everyone that 
students are willing to put their money 
where their mouths are. Only then, 
could we begin to be taken seriously 
by the government and by the Board 
of Governors. Who's with me?

When he came home 
there was only six of them left. His 
parents were told that the two miss- 
ing children died with a mysterious 
disease called the "brain flu". At the 
school he was forced to write with 
this right hand even though he was 
left-handed, but when he did write 
with his left hand, the teachers and 



staffbroke his hand. When he spoke 
his Native language, they beat him, 
now he stutters because of these beat- 
ings. 

Right around World War 11, 
this man signed up to fight in the war. 
He went away and fought like every 
soldier did. When he returned, he 
and his friends wanted to have one 
final beer together before going their 
separate ways. They went into a bar 
but were told that they didn't serve 
Indians there. 

Now this man is a Veteran 
and an elder in our communities. A 
couple of years ago this Veteran 
needed some special medical ma- 
chinery that was the result of a condi- 
tion that developed because of his 
fighting in the war. They told him 
that because he was an enfranchised 
Indian, he was not able to use the 
health services that the Band office 
or the Legion offered. He eventually 
got his medical needs after A LOT of 
arm twisting. This lack of respect 
given to Native Veterans caused the 
first ever National Aboriginal Veter- 
ans Day on November 8, which is 
celebrated for the first time this year. 

You can see this man carrying 
his head high at Pow Wows, ceremo- 
nies and Band Council meetings. This 
man has been my inspiration for all I 
fight for. He once said, "Never ever 
go quietly in the dark. Make them 
understand and feel what we did." 
Thank you grandfather. Chi-

The Amiable Librarian 

This column is based on comments or questions received by library staff in person or on the Compliments 
/ Questions / Suggestions sheet which appears near the exit to the library. 



Question: Could you please tell me about the DIALOG option? I'm in the 
Humanities Department and have heard that this was a useful tool - Jake CuIIens 

Dear Jake: DIALOG is a vendor of electronic databases. By electronic databases, the Amiable is 

referring to the sort of indexes and abstracts and full-text services available at the library's Cyberstation 
on the second floor. There, you may have used such products as the Humanities Index or the MLA 
Bibliography, both of which provide citations to certain resources in the Humanities. Possibly you have 
also used Canadian Business and Current Affairs or the Canadian News Disc each of which provides full- 
text access to Canadian newspapers and magazines. 

As you can imagine however, the library is unable to carry every available electronic product. One of the 
most interesting is the Arts and Humanities Citation Index which not only provides access to scholarly 
citations in this field dating from 1 980, but also lets you know which authors have been quoted by someone 
after they published a book or an article. In 1 972, for example, Margaret Atwood, Canada's greatest living 
author, published Survival, a Thematic Guide to Canadian Literature, and using the Arts and Humanities 
Citation Index, you could find out who, from 1 980 onwards, quoted from this book after it was published. 

But why would you want to do that? Well, if you accept the idea that once you have found a useful article 
or book, the foot or end notes that its author used could be interesting to follow up, then it is not too much 
of a stretch to see that it could be equal ly interesting to find out which authors have cited that article or book 
after it was published. The Amiable should also note that sometimes writers who want to prove to a 
promotions or awards committee that they have had an impact on their field run a citation search on their 
own work to see whether anyone has used it. 

So what's all this got to do with DIALOG? Answer: the Arts and Humanities Citation 
Index is but one of thousands of electronic databases available from DIALOG. Others include Biological 
Abstracts, Chemical Abstracts, Geographical Abstracts, Historical Abstracts, the Social Science Citation 
Index and so on. A complete list has been posted on the bulletin board outside the library. 

While DIALOG offers some exciting possibilities for the busy student there are also two downsides. The 
first is that there is normally a small charge to access the service. By small, the Amiable means between 
$ 1 .00 and $5 .00. The reason the cost of a search is so low is that Laurentian University has made spec ial 
arrangements with DIALOG so that its student can access its databases at educational rather than 
commercial rates. The second downside is that as a student, you cannot get on the service yourself-you 
have to see a librarian. The reason for this is of course that there are charges attached. Of course, librarians 
like to think that seeing them is not a full negative since they can assist you in formulating your search and 
getting the best bang for your buck-or buck fifty-or five bucks as the case may be. 
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Innu Resistance To INCO Still Strong 

Katie Rich kicks off Native Awareness Week with Keynote Address

Katie Rich, President of the 
Innu of Labrabor, delivered the key- 
note address as Laurentian Universi- 
ty 's Native Student Services and 
Native Students Association 
launched 1998's Native Awareness 
Week here on Monday. 

Rich attained national promi- 
nence as the leading force in the Innu 
struggle against INCO and their pro- 
posed mine in Voisey's Bay. 
Voisey's Bay is on the northwest 
coast of Labrador, and its exploita- 
tion continues to be a source of grave 
concern to Rich, who is President of 
the Irmu Nation of Labrador, and 
formerChief of the ULshimassit Band. 

The keynote address was 
sparsely attended and stood in sharp 
contrast to last year's keynote, which 
featured Ovide Mercredi speaking to 
a standing room onlyaudience. Need- 
less to say, there were likely very few 



INCO patrons in Rich's audience. 

Rich opened her address by 
saying that she always wanted to visit 
Sudbury, if only to see how INCO 
operates at home. She was scheduled 
to speak at 1997's Native Awareness 
Week, but could not attend, being 
called to a last minute meeting with 
Newfoundland Premier, Brian Tobin. 

However, Rich commented 
that upon her arrival this year, she 
began to feel ill. "The first thing I 
noticed was the smoke stack and I 
could picture it in Voisey's Bay." 
There was something in the air of 
Sudbury that bothered her, for which 
she apologized and meant no disre- 
spect to Sudbury locals. Neverthe- 
less, she added that it had the "smell 
of death or at least doesn't smell 
right. Please don't take offense." 

At a press conference earlier 
in the day Rich made the point ex- 
plicit by stating that she did not want 
to see asmoke stack in Voisey's Bay. 

Rich spoke about the first time 



she heard of minerals in Voisey's 
Bay. "I heard it on the radio... I 
thought to myself, 'Oh no, not an- 
other thing on our plates.'" At the 
time of that fateful radio broadcast, 
the Band was reaching the darkest 
moments of its troubled history at 
Davis Inlet. 

Davis Inlet was the object of 
international attention in 1993 and 
1994, when its sorry tale of youth 
suicide and solvent abuse came to 
light. The situation reached epidemic 
proportions before the Federal Gov- 
ernment and nealth agencies re- 
sponded (sadly, no one seemed sur- 
prised about that on Monday night). 

Arounri this time Rich re- 
ceived the impetus to get involved 
with social issues. Delivering gro- 
ceries for a heavy drinking couple. 
Rich found their children at home 
unclothed and huddled around the 
oven, the only source of heat in the 
household. In February of the next 
year, a tragic house-fire claimed the 



lives of six children who were home 
alone. 

"We need to do more for the 
children." Arising from this tragedy 
was the Innu's self-directed inquiry 
into the problems of Davis Inlet. The 
result was "Gathering Voices: Find- 
ing the Strength to Help Our Chil- 
dren", which included the recom- 
mendation that the community be 
moved to another location. 

Then Minister of Indian Af- 
fairs, Tom Siddon, agreed but only 
after the attention of 1993-94. The 
Federal Government offered land on 
the other side of Labrador near Lab- 
rador City or near Goose Bay. 

"We chose Sango," Rich states 
in a characteristic defiance. The 
Utshimassit Band conducted thirty 
viability studies to prove the wisdom 
of theirchoice to the Federal Govern- 
ment. For one thing, Sango had wa- 
ter. "Our water is going to be so clean 
in Sango," one Elder told Rich, "we 
will probably die from it." 



This quote reflects both the 
hope of Sango and the despair that 
was Davis Inlet. Sango is being 
consUTicted according to the designs 
of acommunity committee composed 
of Elders. Davis Inlet was chosen by 
"the Government and a priest", had 
no water to be found and was over- 
crowded. Before obtaining their own 
house, for example, the Rich family 
shared a three bedroom home among 
twenty-seven people. 

While introducing Rich, 
Mercredi pointed out the small Band 
was currently involved in five sepa- 
rate negotiations with government 
and big business, including: reloca- 
tion, land claims, devolution of so- 
cial programs, self-government and, 
of course, Voisey's Bay. 

On Voisey's Bay, Rich and 
the Utshimassit Band are intransi- 
gent. "Our position has been the 
same since day one - we don't want to 
see mining in Voi-sey's Bay."

Rich believes INCO will pol- 
lute the land, which will harm the 
animals and in turn destroy the Innu 
way of life. The Utshimassit Band 
still depend on fish and caribou in 
day to day life. 

The fight against mining be- 
gan in 1992 with those fateful words 
that prospectors had found minerals 
inVoisey'sBay. Rich knew immedi- 
ately that there would be a fight for 
the land. 

From there, the Innu and Inuit 
of Labrador staged a joint protest 
action at Voisey's Bay. Early one 
morning, the first Inuit protesters ar- 
rived from Nain to establish their 
camp. More than 250 Innu mobilized 
from Davis Inlet and Sheshatshiu, 
joining the Inuit at the camp. Since 
then, the Innu have conducted sev- 
eral other demonstrations aimed 
against Voisey's Bay mineral explo- 
ration. 

All the while, no Natives have 
been employed in the burgeoning 
industry and Rich points out that few, 
if any, have a desire to be miners. 
Hope for Rich and the Utshimassit 
rests in the current environmental 
assessment, which is due in January. 
But these proceedings, according to 
Rich, are lacking the traditional 
knowledge that Elders could provide. 
"Elders have the same knowledge as 
any university professor," Rich told 
reporters Monday afternoon. 

To illustrate the lack of re- 
spect accorded to their testimony. 
Rich recounted how one INCO offi- 
cial fell asleep while Elders spoke 
during negotiations. This is repre- 
sentative of how the entire communi- 
ty's beliefs are trivialized, as is dem- 
onstrated through one of Rich 's many 
stories. 

A Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police officer that had been living 
amongst the Innu people at Davis 
Inlet experienced great difficulty with 
the proposed development. As Rich 
tells the story, while walking with a 
local one day, the officer heard a 
strange sound. The two men decided 
to seek the advice of an Elder. Based 
on the Elder's interpretation, the of- 
ficer came to see the Irmu point of 
view. He shared his experience with 
a fellow RCMP officer stationed at 
Davis Inlet. Two weeks later, as Rich 
tells the story, a gang of officers 
descended upon the community to 
quickly arrest and commit the officer 
under the provisions of the Mental 
Health Act. They had arrested one of 
their own for having understood the 
words of a respected Eider. 

This was not Rich's first en- 
counterwith the RCMP. Sheisproud 



to tell the story of her ten day incar- 
ceration at Goose Bay and 
Stephenville. A judge, handing out 
sentences to 'no-good-nicks' was 
charging Innu offenders nine months 
for break and enter and six months 
for vandalism. Rich, with great con- 
cern for these unreasonable punish- 
ments, sought advice from several 
advisors. The first suggested she 
physically assault the judge. Rich's 
better judgment immediately declined 
this suggestion and encouraged her 
to field other options. The second 
and third suggested that she instruct 
the judge to leave and tell him that he 
was doing more harm than good. 

They entered the court room 
and circled the judge. Rich said to 
him, "I think it's about time you 
leave. We're not leaving until you 
do." The judge flinched, and left, 
telling the crowd that he had to make 
a phone call and would be back 
shortly; however, he did not reap- 
pear. 

Later that day. Rich received 
a phone call from the RCMP asking if 
they too were to be expelled. Rich 
replied, "It's up to you." They too 
flinched, and left. Two weeks later, 
the RCMP requested Rich's permis- 
sion to gain access to Davis Inlet in 
order to execute a warrant for Rich 
and two other women (she did not say 
if they were her co-conspirators). 

"Would Tuesday be all right 
with you?" they are alleged to have 
asked. After consulting her calendar. 
Rich had to concede that it was, so the 
RCMP came on the agreed day. Rich 
and the two other women were trans- 
ported to Goose Bay where, as Rich 
says, the RCMP made their "biggest 
mistake" by putting all three in the 
same cell. 

"We had a great time. We'd 
never sleep. We'd have fiin with the 
guards - ask for coffee every five 
minutes... eveiything we asked for, 
they gave us. Except they wouldn't 
let us out." 

After that, the women were 
transferred to Stephenville because 
their sentence was longer than three 
days. Upon arrival. Rich was flat- 
tered that so many calls of support 
had been made that the female guard 
who greeted them said, "You're so 
popular, I feel like your personal sec- 
retary." Rich says she has no regret 
about her incarceration. "I knew I 
didn't do anything wrong. I was 
working for the community." 

Rich continues to sacrifice for 
her community by making these 
lengthy speaking tours, which take 
her away from her six children, two 
grand-children and husband.

The Innu communities are not incorporated municipalities, the.'i^fore, they do not receive municipal grants 
and are considered to be on provincial Crown land.

Today, the tradition continues with Sacred runs being held 
worldvytde. This week's Sacred Run leaves Wikmemikong on Friday morning and ends at LU on Saturday.

Aboriginal Lexicon

This week's final event during Native Awareness week is a Pow Wow. Now I strongly encourage all of you 
to attend since this event is a celebration and a ceremony all wrapped into one. I guess since the Pow Wow has so 
many parts, I'll break it down into sections. 

Drums 

As you will see, a majority, if not all, of the drummers are male. Women are allowed to drum also, but there 
are very few female drum groups. Each drum has a lead drummer and/or singer. The drummers who sit at these 
drums spend many years learning and mastering the songs. Drums come in all shapes and sizes; some are small kick 
drums from a drum kit, while others are larger and more-traditional drums with the hide of an animal as the skin. 



In these increasingly confused 
times, one's grasp of what is proper 
and correct becomes more and more 
hazy. And like the dominant immi- 
grant culture that surrounds them. 
Native people have fashion, social, 
and other trends that can change over- 
night. So if you're not careful, you 
can be caught practicing last year's 
'ins' creating a tremendous Indig- 
enous faux pas that could alienate 
you from your friends for years. So, 
we figure that other cultures have 
magazines that tell them what's in 
and what's out. Why not Native 
people? 

So, after years of extensive re- 
search listening to what's being said 
out there on the Pow Wow trail, the 
bars, and McDonald's, we have come 
up with a preliminary list of what the 
in-tune Aboriginal is saying, doing, 
eating, and thinking.

In the Pow Wow, there are many 
little things that may or may not hap- 
pen, but if they aren't explained, you 
might be left out in the dark. 

Smudging: 

This is a ceremony that is very com- 
mon. It is usually done by an elder or 
someone that they choose to do it for 
them. The smudge is usually sage, 
but sometimes sweetgrass is also used. 
It is done at the Grand Enuy. 

Gift of Tobacco: 

When people would like to request a 
song or a dance, a gift of tobacco is 
given. Tobacco is sort of like a con- 
tract between the two parties. 

Eagle Feathers: 

You will notice that most of the rega- 
lia that the dancers are wearing usu- 
ally have eagle feathers; grass dances 
don't usually have eagle feathers. If 



Nuances 

by some chance, an eagle feather 
falls, only a veteran can pick it up. 
The fallen eagle feather symbolizes a 
death of a soldier, therefore only a 
soldier can pick it up. There is a 
special song played with aceremony . 

Direction of the Dance: 

The dance always goes from east to 
west in order with the sun. 

Indian Time: 

If the Grand Entry is slated to be at 
noon, you can bet it won't happen 
until 12:30 at the very earliest. 

Flags: 

You will notice a variety of flags, 
Canadian, American, and POW flags. 
All flags are honoured at the Grand 
Entry. The reason for both Canadian 
flags and American flags is to honour 
both country's veterans and to pro- 
mote Aboriginal Solidarity, regard- 



less of what country you are in. 

Feast: 

Everyone is invited to feast which is 
hosted by the people hosting the Pow 
Wow. The food will be served at 
around five o'clock on Saturday. All 
Saturday long, there will be a tee pee 
set up with Traditional cooking go- 
ing on inside. We will be having 
fresh geese cooked over the open 
fire, so come out and try some. Elders, 
drummers, and dancers eat first and 
then we eat until our food is gone. So 
students, come out and have some 
FREE FOOD!!! 

Give-Away: 

Speaking about free, at every Pow 
Wow, the hosts usually buy lots of 
gifts for everyone to have. They 
encourage students to come and pick 
up something that they need. This is 
going to happen at 3 o'clock on Sun- 
day at our Pow Wow.

Linguistic terms often used in re- 
lation to Canada's Indigenous people 
are fast becoming words of everyday 
use. But sometimes these words have 
a specific and contextual meaning, 
above and beyond their accepted use. 
To help cut down on potential misuse 
and misunderstandings, this is a list 
of contemporary buzz words to help 
facilitate the proper dialogue. Please 
use them with care. 
Assembly of First Nations: 
Political organization claiming to rep- 
resent all Status and Reserve Natives 
except for those who have opted out, 
like the Iroquois Confederacy and 
certain Western tribes. Sort of like 
the former Soviet Union. 
Blockades: 

Pre-ordained trump card, or why else 
would the Creator have placed a large 
portion of necessary and needed roads 
on Native territory. 
Dreamcatchers: 

Aboriginal merchandising at its best. 
They are everywhere. 
Government (1): 
Source of all evil 
Government (2): 

Source of all funding, allowing vari- 
ous Native organizations to criticize 
government (1). 
Indian Giver: 

A case of say ing one thing but revers- 
ing it and doing the opposite. Like 
treaties. 
Kashtin: 

Simon and Garfunkel with a tan. 
W.P. Kinsella: 

Aboriginal enemy number one, or 
the second coming of Shakespeare if 
you have anything to do with the 
television series based on Dance Me 
Outside called The Rez- 
Land Claims: 
Native equivalent of Karma. 



Minister of the Department of Abo- 
riginal Affairs: 

Person who has no real grasp of what 
is going on out there, but acts like he 
does. Like the U.N. 
Native/Quebec Relations: 
An oxymoron 
Oka: 

Where past treatment meets current 
reality. See Malcolm X's comment 
concerning the assassination of JFK, 
"A case of the chickens coming home 
to roost." 
Quebec: 

Province wanting sovereignty from 
Canada but unwilling to allow Native 
communities the same right within 
Quebec. A case of'do as I say, not as 
I do." 

Self-Government: 
Self-determination or the right to have 
our own Trudeau or Mulroney. 
Tobacco: 

Sacred ceremonial herb or cursed 
addictive plant, depending on how 
long your family has been in this 
country. 
Treaty Rights: 

Not to be confused with hunters and 
anglers, logging, mining, or govern- 
ment wrongs. 
Wannabe: 

Elements of mainstream society suf- 
fering from culture-envy. The Anti- 
apple. 

White People: 

Politically incorrect term for those of 
European descent. More currently 
acceptable terms are People of Pal- 
lor, Colour-challenged, or the Pig- 
ment-denied. 
Wine/Beer/Liquor: 
Tasty recreational beverages or 
cursed addictive intoxicant, depend- 
ing on how long your family has been 
in this country. 



Songs 



Throughout the Pow Wow, it may 
seem that the drummers are singing 
one song over and over, however, 
there are many types of songs. Here 
are just a few: 

Grand Entry 

This is a song that starts the Pow 
Wow. Everyone must stand and re- 
move their hat unless they have an 
eagle feather tied to it. This song 
brings in the flags, veterans, elders, 
and dancers into the Pow Wow danc- 
ers. 

Veteran's Songs 

This song is also called the Victory 
song. It directly follows the Grand 
Entry. This is where the flags are put 
into flag holders, where they will stay 
for the remainder of the afternoon, or 
until the next Grand EnU7. This song 
honours our Veterans and their lives. 
All people must remain standing for 
this song. 
Intertribals 

This is a group of songs in which 
people from all backgrounds are en- 
couraged to dance and participate. 
The Intertribals are songs that allow 
audience members to join the danc- 
ers with regalia on the dance floor. 
Expositions 

Each type of dancer has a specific 
song for their dance. Thus, there is 
usually an exposition dance for all 
present types of dances, so that they 
can display their talent. 
Round Dance 

The Round Dance is a dance in which 
everyone gathers in the middle and 
holds hands. It is like a side-step 
dance in which everyone moves to 



the left while they rotate hands. It 
sounds harder than it is! This is a 
dance in which everyone is encour- 
aged to dance. 
Two Step 

The Two Step is a Native Version of 
follow the leader. All you need is a 
partner and away you go. This is one 
of the most enjoyable dances in which 
to participate since you just follow. 
Honour Song 

This is a song that is played for a 
variety of reasons. The song is usu- 
ally played to celebrate a life, an 
accomplishment or numerous other 
reasons. Everyone must stand during 
the song as a sign of respect. 
There are certain songs that people 
might request to see or dance in. Here 
are a few: 
First Dance 

This is a dance used for a small child's 
first dance around in a circle with 
theirfamily. Once the child has gone 
around once, everyone is asked to 
join in and support the child and fam- 
ily- 
Sneak Up 

This is a dance for men only. It 
imitates the hunt that the Native peo- 
ple did in traditional times. This song 
has a very distinct sound, so listen for 
it. 

Mourning Song 

The mourning song is a song that 
families will sing to celebrate and 
mourn the passing of someone. All 
are asked to stand during the song and 
after the family has danced once 
around the dance floor, people are 
asked to shake hands and dance with 
the family.

South Park, Eh? 

'I AM Canadian" Is a Common Theme on Television's Hottest Show 



Trey 
Parker and Matt 
Stone have a fet- 
ish for Canadi- 
ans. And, typi- 
cally, the co- 
creators of televi- 
sion's most talked 
about show. 
South Park, 
have a warped 
view of this coun- 
try and the citi- 
zens that live in 
it. In the bizarre 

world of South Park, Colorado, Ca- 
nadians talk with British accents, look 
funny and eat only Kraft Dinner. 

The twenty-something 
wunderkinds' peculiar fascination 
with Canada led to Stone recently 
declaring that the renewal of South 
Park was "a vindication for all Cana- 
dians." Indeed, Stone believes the 
popularity of South Park in Canada 
"says something about all Canadi- 
ans." Whatever that means, Parker 
and Stone must be thrilled that the 
South Park University Bound and 
Underground National Comedy 
Tour is coming to colleges and uni- 
versities across Canada this fall. 

According to Parker, Canada 
expatriates working on the produc- 
tion of South Park are the basis for 
all the Canadian references in the 
show. The office jokes directed at the 
Canadians on staff became so perva- 
sive that they gradually filtered into 
the series. As a result, Stan, Kyle, 
Kenny and Cartman probably know 
more about Canada than most Ameri- 
cans. In addition to coming face to 
face with the strange, unexplainable 
and downright weird - from flaming 
farts, anal probes and mutant turkeys 
to gay dogs and talking turd - the 
trash-talking tykes also encounter a 
distinctive Canadian presence in 
South Park. 

Most of Stone and Parker's 
odd Canadian fixation is realized in 
South Park TV stars Terrance and 
Philip. The two flatulent cartoon char- 




acters host their own show on South 
Park TV (a la Itchy and Scratchy on 
The Simpsons) where they continu- 
ously fart on one another and laugh 
about it. "What's so funny about 
Terrance and Philip is that yeah, fart 
jokes are stupid, but everyone laughs 
their asses off at them," says Stone. 
"Face it: fart jokes are funny." 

Who knows whether Parker 
and Stone think Canadians are par- 
ticularly windy, but nevertheless 
Terrance and Philip are described an 
South Park television as "Canada's 
hottest stars." The pair first appeared 
in the episode 'Death' in which South 
Park parents protest the airing of "The 
Terrance and Philip Show" by boy- 
cotting the network on which it airs. 
In the Thanksgiving special 'Starvin 
Marvin', Terrance and Philip play 
pilgrims battling Indians. And in 
'Cartman' s Mom Is a Dirty Slut", we 
see a preview for their movie "Not 
Without My Anus" in which the 
Maple Leaf heroes save Canada from 
an Iraqi invasion at a Roughriders vs. 
Roughriders football game. 

It is unclear if Parker and Stone 
originally conceived of Terrance and 
Philip as Canadians. Indeed, their 
accents seem more British and in the 
episode entitled 'Death', Terrance 
and Philip apf)ear as astronauts wear- 
ing American flags. Nevertheless, the 
creators swear the odd-shaped char- 
acters are from TTie Great White 
North, "that 's why they talk that way," 
says Parker, "and that's why they 



look different." Sur- 
prisingly enough, 
the only other South 
Park character with 
Terrance and 
Philip's distinctive 
two-part head 
(which opens and 
closes when they 
talk) is Kyle's 
brother Ike, who, it 
turns out, was 
adopted from Cana- 
dian parents. Nev- 
ertheless, Parker 
and Stone view the pair as two of 
their favorite characters. "I would 
love to see The Terrance and Philip 
Show as a spin-off," says Parker. 

The pair delight in obscure 
references and inside jokes, and with 
respect to their Canuck gibes, Cana- 
dian viewers may be the only ones 
who get them. In 'An Elephant Makes 
Love to a Pig', both Mephesto and 
Chef refer to a Loverboy song called 
"A Pig and an Elephant DNA Just 
Won't Splice." Nobody has heard of 
the song, because it doesn't exist, but 
who other than Canadians remem- 
bers the classic rock group from the 
eighties? Another allusion targets 
Canadians' love for Kraft Dinner and 
our alleged ranking as the highest per 
capita consumers of the macaroni 
and cheese meal. In South Park, 
Terrance and Philip's favourite food 
just happens to be Kroff Dinner. 

As Americans, 'I am Cana- 
dian' is a statement that Parker and 
Stone can never make. Manifest in 
their characters Terrance and Philip, 
however, it's a comment that resi- 
dentsof South Park are readily famil- 
iar with.

The music, the sound, the vocals, and 
even the lyrics seem like it could be a 
B-sides album of old Stones songs. 

There isn't a single bad song 
on the album. All twelve tracks will 
keep you listening until the end.

They probably grew up listen- 
ing to Beggars Banquet and other 
Stones albums, but they don't even 
seem old enough to really have a 
ground in old Stones music. The 80's 
should have been their influence, but 
thank God it wasn't.

>- AQUA VEES BATTLE THE BEST IN THE PROVINCE

This past weekend the 
Voyageurs (particularly those of the 
aquatic variety) waged war against 
the two most powerful teams in On- 
tario. The Vees had no delusions of 
coming away outscoring the Varsity 
Blues or the McMaster Marauders as 
they did the Brock Badgers. They 
did, however, get some attention 
with some memorable individual and 
huge relay performances. 

In the often misunderstood 
world of swimming, the playing field 
is not always level. The larger, deeper 
team with the most swimmers in each 
event will invariably outscore the 
smaller team who must spread their 
talent a little thinner. The Aqua Vees 
faced three or four Blues for every 
two or three Voyageurs in most 
events, and found themselves in the 
same scenario against MAC on Sat- 
urday. The Vees fought hard none- 
theless, with Friday's top scorer see- 
ing the men's Captain Dave Clarke 
fight for two second place finishes in 
the 200m Individual Medley, and 
1 00m backstroke. Veterans Fai Yong 
and Brent McLeod also finished sec- 



ond in their events, Yong in the 50m 
fly, and McLeod in the 100m breast. 
The Male Aqua Vees were defeated 
114 -56 by the Blues. 

The three stars on the wom- 
en's side saw more golden perform- 
ances than the men on Friday, with 
Captain Megan Cumming dominat- 
ing the 400m freestyle, veteran 
Cynthia Vincze winning the 200m 
free & finishing second in the 100m 
free, and rookie Laurie Crocker fin- 
ishing second in the 1 00m back. The 
women's 4 x 50m freestyle relay team 
wrapped up the Friday competition 
with style, defeating the Blues on 
their home ground. The team, com- 
posed of rookie Laurie Crocker and 
veterans Cynthia Vincze, Julia 
Haywood, & Stephanie McMahon, 
showed their potential as a force to be 
reckoned with in future competitions. 
The Female Aqua Vees finished up 
Friday behind the Blues 127 - 58. 

Other top scorers for the Vees 
on Friday were Dave Vacchino, fin- 
ishing second in the 50m back and 
third in the 100m free, Collin 
Forsberg, finishing second in the 
200m fly; Jon Howard, finishing third 
in both the 400m and 200m free 
events; Mike Odam, finishing third 
in the tOOm breast; Megan Parry, 



finishing second in the 400m free and 
third in the 100m back; JuliaHaywood 
finishing second in the 50m back; 
Andrea Nicholls, finishing third in 
the 200m fly; and Stephanie 
McMahon finishing third in the 200m 
free. 

Saturday's competition saw 
the Vees face another challenge in 
the form of a loudmouthed bird, 
namely the Marauder. The men im- 
proved on their jjerformances from 
the previous day, while the women's 
team held fast. 

Once again Captain Dave 
Clarke took charge of the points, not 
only winning the 100 & 200m back 
events, but qualifying for CIAU's in 
both events, earning him another Fat 
and Mario's Athlete of the week hon- 
ours. Following his example, veteran 
Fai Yong won the 50m free and fin- 
ished second in the 100m fly, and 
rookie Dave Vacchino held off two 
MAC swimmers to take the 400m 
free, also finishing third in the 200m 
free. The Marauders defeated the 
MAV's 142-85. 

The women's team named 
veteran Andrea Nicholls first star on 
Saturday after her strong perform- 
ances in three long, grueling events, 
finishing second in the 400m Indi- 



vidual Medley and third in both the 
800m free & 200m back. Veterans 
Cynthia Vincze and Julia Haywood 
were also recognized for their great 
swims, Vincze winning the 1 00m 
free and placing third in the 200m 
free, while Hay wood came away with 
second in the 200m free and third in 
the lOOm back. The Female Aqua 
Vees were beaten 158-69 by their 
counterparts. 

Saturday's events also saw 
medal performances by vets Brent 
McLeod, placing second in the 1 00m 
breast, Jon Howard, placing second 
in the 1500m free, and Collin 
Forsberg, finishing third in the 200m 
fly. Top rookies saw Laurie Crocker 
finish second in the 50m free, Sarah 
Spencer finish third in the 100m 
breast, and Mike Odam also grab 
third in the 100m breast. 

The story of the night was 
definitely the Laurentian relay teams, 
closing the competition with amaz- 
ing performances that left MAC with 
a sour taste lingering in their mouths. 
The women's 4 x 100m free team 
composed of vets Julia Haywood, 
Steph McMahon, and Cynthia 
Vincze, along with rookie Laurie 
Crocker, flexed their muscles once 
again to take an insurmountable lead 



over both MAC relay teams, and take 
home the victory. 

The women set the pace for 
the men's relay, which would bring 
the weekend 'scomjjetition to a close. 
The Male Aqua Vees were hungry to 
repeat their relay victory they earned 
the year before, and proved once again 
that they were the most aggressive 
team both in the water and behind the 
blocks. Captain Dave Clarke led off 
with a best time, giving the Vees an 
early lead. Vets Fai Yong and Jon 
Howard, along with rookie 
anchorman Dave Vacchino did not 
look back, and extended their lead to 
almost three seconds before touching 
in first place. 

The Aqua Vees will not see 
competition again until Friday, No- 
vember 20th, when they travel to 
Waterloo for a dual before they com- 
pete at the OUA Toronto Invitational 
on Saturday, November 21st. The 
Vees focus now on their weekend 
training camp, November 6th, 7th, & 
8th, to prepare themselves for the all- 
important Toronto Invitational. There 
the team will be shaving down, look- 
ing for more personal bests and CIAU 
qualifiers.
